'•Rates as Favorable." 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN: All there is in 


the ordinance respecting the price of gas 
ore the words, "rates ns favorable" as that 
furnished by the SpringUeld Gas Light 
Co. Those that claim the phrase means 
at the same price, unconditionally, do so 
at the expense ot common sense, as they 
ignore quantity, which is an important 
factor iu all dealings. For instance, a 
dealer in oils, say kerosene, tells a cus- 
tomer, "I will furnish you at ' rates as 
favorable' as you can obtain auy where." 
You would not return to him and demand 
5 gallons at the same price that another 
dealer oilers you p barrels. Certainly not. 
When the Deoatur Gas. Co. canvassed the 
city for customers and found that the 
number who would take gas could not be 
tarnished at less than S-1J per M, (to pay 
simple interest on the investment,) if 
the city council had said that "rates as 
favorable" meant the Springfield price, 
viz: $'2.50, the gas works could not have 
been put in! But in the course of time, 
however, and the gradual increase of con- 
sumption, the Company has been able to 
place the gas on an average below the 
Spricglield price of 8&50; but in doing 
BO, mind you, the stockholders have bare- 
ly realized simple legal interest on the 
amount they invested. Recollect, that at 
JF2.50 per M, the HpringlleM Co'T8 con- 
sumption WHS (and is now; seven times 
tbe quantity of the Decutur Gus Co. 
Now, then, is it possible that you could 
get in the court of common sense, to say 
nothing of a "court of justice," a deci- 
sion that rates as favorable means that 
quantity shall not be considered; that 
Deoatur must bo put on an equality with 
Springfield in price, only, and not on 
quantity? If a ruling is asked on price 
only, by one side, on the btrength of the 
claim "rates as favorable," you may de- 
pend that a ruling as to quantity for tho 
othereide will not be ignored.

The Decatur Reds yesterday afternoon 


were well-matched when they met the 
Jacksonville Blues at the Park, and 
played a game witnesed by 1000 people, 
nearly 800 ot whom were inside the gates. 
The audience was by big odds the finest 
that has been at tbe Park this season. It 
included about 200 ladies. The gate re- 
ceipts were 8190, halt of which sum went 
to the visitors. The crowd were pretty 
wall posted as to the skill ot the Blues, 
nearly all of whom are professional 
players from the old Keokuk and other I 
league clubs, and they expected that the 
Reds wonld be waxed by superior play- 
ing; but they soon saw that both clubs 
were evenly matched. Then tbe interest 
became lively, and strong hopes were en- 
tertained that the home club might out- 
play the visitors and finally defeat them, 
it had been advertised that Charley. Her- 
shey would umpire the game, but for 
some reason or other the managers se- 
lected O. O. Carter to occupy tbat posi- 
tion.

some little children at play tossing a 
large ball, about the size of a foot-ball. 
Wheu they were tired of the game they 
threw the ball on tho ground, aud 
to his surprise it turned into an animal 
and ran hastily away. 
It was one of 


those little armadillos. 


Tiie same traveler .says that he has 


seen these animated balls used by a lit- 
tle child in playing willi a kitten. 
Tho 


game may have annoyed the bolita, but 
it could not have caused it any injury 
because of the perfect protection af- 
forded by iu armor. 


It has need of all the protection itcan 


have, for it lives in a land where the 
mischievous monkey is plentiful.

armadillo must undergo as it is passed 
about from one to anoider of a parly of 
monkeys.

As the bouta, like the other armadil- 


los, burrows iu Iho earth, it has forefeet 
suitable for that work. 
Its toes are 


armed with long and hard claws, which 
enable it to dig with w'onderful qtiick- 
ne-,s. 
Instead ot walking upon the flat 


part of its front feet, the bolita walks 
upon the tips of ils toes, and in doing 
so looks comically d;uuty and mincing. 
At i,he same timo it can move with con- 
siderable swiftness.

America, aud arc, all small m .si/.e com- 
pared to the gigantic armadillo that 
lived ages a^o
